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2. Over the past 2| years. In cooperation with the Office of 
Computer Services, the Cartography Division has developed a method 
of automatically producing special projection maps through computer/ 
plotter equipment . The system evolved is called the Autoraap System 
which basically enables the cartographer to create a map of any area 
of the world employing any projection at any scale. Althou# in a 
developmental stage, the Autocap System is being uael to support 
analytical and production requirements of components of the DDI, 
mm®, and sap. The Autoraap System Is essentially three elements 
»* an electronic digitizer, a computer, and an automatic data plotter. 
The digitizer is used to trace lines or points which are inserted as 
x-y coordinates onto magnetic tape. This mass of data, with the 
proper formulas for conversion to geographic data, is fed into a 
counter which, in turn, prepares a tape that drives a plotting 
device, The main objective of the Division is the development of 
a system integrating the reecarch/compllation and drafting efforts 
to convert many of the repetitious and hand operations inherent in 
cartography to machine production. 
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3* She printing of National Intelligence Surveys in the SPIC 
system (Electronic Printing for Intelligence Composition) is new In 
full production, this system ws developed Jointly by the Office 
of Computer Services, Printing Services Division, OL, and Publication 
Division, Oil . It was designed to do page composition by pbefco- 
ccasposlng tern, ccsputer-pr^ered tape. We ore sow in the process 
Of ifccill toting and encouraging the HIS contributors to type their 
original manuscript on tape. The end result will he a substantial 
saving in time and money. 

4. She Arab-Israeli crisis of JUne 1967 reinforced the philosophy 
that basic int e l l i g e n ce coverage of key areas can be maintained on an 
^-to-date basis. Of the HIS General Surveys published on the Middle 
Bast, only one is more than 2 years old (it is in the process of being 
updated) and several key Surveys were produced within the past 9 months, 
notably, the U.A.R. and Syria.
